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DETAILED ACTION 



Introduction 

1 . Claims 1-2 of U.S. Application 09/904,889, originally filed on 07/16/2001 are 
currently pending. Claims 3-10 were previously cancelled. The application claims 
priority to Japanese Application 2001-14870 dated 01/23/2001 . 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

4. While the Examiner does not agree with all-but-one of Applicant's arguments 
regarding claims 1-2 in the in pp.7-8 of the Appeal Brief filed on 12/19/05, 
Examiner does find one of Applicant's arguments to be persuasive. 

5. More specifically, Examiner finds Applicant's argument that the Yoda reference 
"fails to teach or suggest the performing of the simulation with a pitch of one 
half of one side of the grid as a step size" (see p.8 of the amendment) to be 
persuasive. 

6. The rejection of Claim 1 is therefore withdrawn. 

7. Claim 2 is a method claim that teaches analogous limitations to system Claim 1 , 
and therefore is allowable for the same reasons as Claim 1 .
